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Sierra Madre Plans 
More Civil Defense 


School Space 
Discussed By 
Researchers 


A group of parents, business¬ 
men and school officials gath¬ 
ered at City School last Thurs¬ 
day night to discuss the meth¬ 
ods by which school housing 
problems might be solved. This 
study, which will be continued 
through Sierra Madre’s Educa¬ 
tional Research Commitee, will 
include considerations of a 
bond issue, a raise in tax rates, 
or the possibility of renting 
outside quarters. 

Bruce Hawk, of the County 
Schools office, described some 
of the county rulings in re¬ 
gards to housing school chil¬ 
dren, and spent much of the 
evening answering questions as 
to how Sierra Madre could best 
handle its increasing enroll¬ 
ment of students. 

At the present rate of in¬ 
crease, according to Charles 
Skutt, superintendent of city 
schools, student attendance 
will develop here from the 
present 725 to at least 820 in 
1954. If these percentages con¬ 
tinue, this would mean that in 
1956 Sierra Madre could expect 
approximately 930 students at 
City School, and 970 in 1957.

This is recruiting week lor Sierra Madre's civil defense serv¬ 
ices. Col. Charles Gildart, associate director for the Civil Defense 
Council, is making a general appeal for response by the public 
to volunteer for participation in roles best suited to individual 
talents. 

For those Sierra Madreans 
who are indifferent to the idea 
of organizing a local defense 
system, the state office of civil 
defense has reported that, after 
interviewing people in 30 Cali¬ 
fornia cities, the majority be¬ 
lieved that the USA has less 
than three years to prepare 
against meeting a possible 
enemy attack with atomic 
bombs. 

Besides this, Sierra Madre’s 
chief city warden, Dean Stod¬ 
dard, points out that “civil de¬ 
fense” means more than pre¬ 
paring against an atomic at¬ 
tack; that it can be used ef¬ 
fectively in any emergency 
such as flood, fire, or earth¬ 
quake. In describing Sierra 
Madre’s need for block war¬ 
dens, Stoddard has stated: 

“The success of the basic 
organization of a working War¬ 
den Service has proved to be 
the selection of responsible 
warden personnel who realize 
that this whole business i£ a 
matter of self-education for in¬ 
dividual preservation and pre¬ 
paredness, and who have 
enough feeling of civic respon¬ 
sibility to be willing to volun¬ 
tarily assume a post in the 
forming and the maintenance 
of the organization.” 

Stoddard says that the pri¬ 
mary objective of the Warden 
Service is to have each block 
in Sierra Madre "manned and 
under the charge of a block 
warden whose duty it is to 
make a record of the composi¬ 
tion of each household in his 
block.” 

Each block includes between 
8 to 10 households, depending 
on the individual characteris¬ 
tics of the neighborhood. It also 
is the duty of the block war¬ 
den “to catalogue the talents 
of the members of the house¬ 
hold that would be useful for 
civil defense, and the facilities 
available in each household 
for the preservation of the fam¬ 
ily unit.”

Sierra Madre’s postmaster, 
Eddie Robertson, wants to re¬ 
mind his customers that No¬ 
vember 15 is the last day 
for mailing packages to the 
Armed Forces and government 
employees serving in foreign 
countries, having an APO or 
FPO address. The size of par¬ 
cels for military personnel is 
“100 inches (length and girth) 
and weight not to exceed 70 
pounds.” This means parcels to 
bo transported by surface con¬ 
veyance. It is necessary to pack 
the contents in a heavy cor¬ 
rugated box, wrapped in heavy 
paper, and securely tied with 
heavy cord. Before wrapping 
the box with paper, it is a good 
idea to write the address on 
the box, with a heavy crayon 
and ink. Then in case the ad¬ 
dress on the wrapper is de¬ 
stroyed, the address will show 
on box and delivery can be 
made to the proper party. 

Air mail parcels to be sent 

by air parcel post are limited 
in size and weight this year. 
Parcels are not to exceed two 
pounds and 30 inches (length 
and girth) and should be 
mailed by Nov. 25. The Post 
Office Department can guaran¬ 
tee air delivery only to ports 
of embarkation, as the military 
transports take over from there. 
Air transport of these pack¬ 
ages will depend on the mili¬ 
tary needs at that time.

Response to Red 
Feather is Slow 


The Sierra Madre Red Feather Community Fund Campaign 
is slowly gaining momentum, but not last enough to lessen the 
call for volunteers. The mail response has amounted to approx¬ 
imately $2400, but the house-to-house canvassing has brought 
in no more than $200. The total receipts are still less than one- 
third the campaign's goal of 
$6000. 

The Kiwanis Club sponsoring 
the campaign, with the coop¬ 
eration of other civic groups, 
believes that national elections 
had something to do with slow¬ 
ing down the drive through 
which Sierra Madre benefits in 
many ways, but the number of 
persons who have failed to 
make donations still remain a 
discouraging factor. As a re¬ 
sult, Dr. Milton Valois, acting 
as publicity man for the cam¬ 
paign, has suggested that per¬ 
haps certain people have hesi¬ 
tated to give unless they were 
able to give in large amounts.
